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Romney White, the Univ- 
ersity of Waterloo expert on 
the VM/'CMS computer op- 
erating systems on campus, 
has direct connections with 
the U.S. Central Intelligence 
Agency, says UW student 
Steve Harvey. 

Recently Steve Harvey dis- 
covered a document in the 
computer reference room 
which reveals one of the 
channels cf information be- 
tween UW and the CIA. The 
document is entitled "Share 
56 - Preliminary Agenda. 
Houston, Texas. March 8-13. 
1981.*’ It is the agenda for 
the upcoming conference cf 
Share Inc. 

Harvey found some very 
interesting things in the 
agenda. Share Inc. is an IBM 
system users' group with 
its head offices on 111 £. 
W acker Drive in Chicago, 


Illinois. 

The rob of the company 
is to provide IBM users witt 
a means to exchange ideas 
and latest developments in 
computer software. Every six 
months conferences are held 
of the members to exchange 
this information and this is 
where the name "Share" 
comes from. 

Membership is very exclu- 
sive because, only users Gf 
large IBM systems are eligi- 
ble to join. Therefore, the 
membership is confined to 
very large companies, insti- 
tutions and state agencies. 
The University of Waterloo 
and the U.S. Central Intelli- 
gence Agency are both mem- 
bers. 

Harvey also ieamed that 
Share Inc. is divided into four 
divisions each with several 
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sub-divisions. One c vision is 
the "Basic Systems Division' 
snd it has sub-divisions for 
each kind of operating 
system. 

On page 39 of the prelimi- 
nary agenda none other than 
Romney White is listed as*i 
the Division Manager for the 
Basic Systems Division of 
Share Inc. Within this divi- 
sion there is a sub-division 
for the VM/370 operating 
system. This is the operating J 
system used at UW campus. j 
The Project Manager for this 
sub-division is David Fam- 
ham of the Central Intelli- 
gence Agency, Washington, 
D.C. 20505. 

Thus, in his capacity as 
Division Manager for Share 
!r.c. and as the local expert 
oa the VM/370 operating 
system on UW campus, 
Romney White "shares" 
with the CIA and other IBM 
users information on what 
the UV/ computing service 
is doing. 

Last year, Steve Harvey, at 
that time a part-time er> 
pluyee cf UW computing 
services, disclosed that 
university had received e ? 
request from the CIA for a 
C3/0 compiler which W33 
being upgraded at UW. He 
jmnde public a letter from the , 
♦Office of Research and Dev- j 
ieiopnent of the Central j 
^intelligence Agency to Rom- j 
|ncy White asking for a copy j 
jof the computer program, j 

Harvey is demanding | 
.that the university deny the - 
CIA access to the C370 


compiler because he believes 
chat the personnel and facilit- 
ies of the university should 
not be used to aid or abet 
such a criminal and subver- 
sive agency. Moreover! he is 
demanding that the univer- 
sity adopt a code of ethics 
whereby the university does 
not co-operate with the CIA. 
KGB or the secret pohee of 
any nation. 

Many students, says Har- 
vey. were wondering how the 
CIA even knew that the UV/ 
computing services were 
working on the C370 compi- 
ler. Quite dearly one o? the 
ways is through Share Inc. 
and the IBM users' group 
conferences. Harvey esti- 
mates that the University of 
Waterloo has been involved 
with Share Inc. for at ieast 
five years which shows that 
there is continuous collabora- 
tion between the University 
of Waterloo administration 
and the CIA and that the 

contract for the supply of the 
C370 compiler is Gnly a part 
of it. 

The UW administration 
has refused to accede to the 
demands presented by Steve 
Harvey but many students 
are supporting him. They are 
vehemently opposed to the 
milirary and police forces of 
the United States, the Soviet 
Union, Canada or their allies 
using the university person- 
nel, facilities and research 
for their aggression and 
repression of the people in 
any country. Hundreds o? 
students have signed a peti- 
tion to this effect at UW and 
the Anri-Imperialist Alliance, 
the Federation of Students 
and the UW Peace Society 
have taken public stands in 
support of Harvey’s de- 
mands. 
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
